
Victims of the ‘unfair’ 
NHS postcode lottery

HEALTH bodies in Northampton are 
ignoring national guidelines on the 
number of IVF cycles for couples suf¬ 
fering from infertility. 

Northamptonshire NHS currently only 
pays for patients in the county to have a 
single treatment of IVF or ICSI. 

But recently introduced national 
guidelines say people should be entitled 
to three treatments paid for by the NHS. 

It is a situation MP Sally Keeble has 
branded a ‘postcode lottery.’ 

The member for Northampton North 
has called on the Government to resolve 
the situation. 

And her constituents Trisha Brown and 
fiancee Mark Irons, who have recently 
undergone their only free IVF treatment, 
said the decision not to allow them to 
have more cycles on the NHS was ‘dev¬ 
astating.’ 

Trisha, 30, from Kings Heath, 
Northampton said: “We have been try¬ 
ing to conceive for around four years 
now. We were referred for IVF as that was 
the only way we can do so. 

“We managed to get one cycle funded 
and this time last year we had the treat¬ 
ment, but it didn’t work. 

“Since then we have been pushing for 
more funding as the national recom¬ 
mendation is three free cycles. We feel 
we meet the funding criteria. 

“It is a difficult time anyway. Going 
through IVF is a big, stressful thing. 

“It was upsetting and hurtful to fail. 


Then to be told no, you can’t have more 
treatment because the PCT here is not 
sticking to guidelines, was devastating. 

“I find it quite unfair that where you 
live comes into the equation. We are in 
the position, as I am sure hundreds of 
couples are, that because of the area we 
live in we can’t get the help we should. 

“We are quite desperate to be parents, 
but we are not in a financial position to 
pay for treatment. We have not got an 
awful lot of savings and what we have 
got is helping us survive at the moment, 
with the possibility of a little bit for a 
family when we do get one. 

“It is quite heartbreaking that 20 min¬ 
utes down the road we could get treat¬ 
ment.” 

In a letter to secretary of state for 
health Andy Burnham, Mrs Keeble 
called the decision not to extend the 
number of free cycles ‘appalling.’ 

She wrote: ‘The previous public health 
minister announced that PCT’s (primary 
care trusts) were to move to three full 
cycles of treatment of IVF, which has 
been the NICE recommendation for 
some time, and is generally recognised 
as being the number of cycles that pro¬ 
vides the most reasonable opportunity 
for treatment to be successful... 

‘To refuse treatment in the name of 
public interest is a nonsense.’ 

Mrs Keeble added: “The whole point of 
the Government setting the treatment 
standards was to stop the postcode lot¬ 
tery that has been causing people such 
distress. But instead of making things 
better, the East Midlands Health author¬ 


ities seem to have made it worse. They 
have limited my constituents to just one 
fresh cycle of IVF, when this couple has a 
compelling case for having the recom¬ 
mended three cycles on the NHS. It’s 
completely unfair that people in 
Northampton should get one level of 
care, but people just a few miles down 
the Ml can get three cycles of treat¬ 
ment.” 

NHS Northamptonshire does not make 


decisions itself on the number of cycles 
given to patients. 

Instead the East Midlands Specialised 
Commissioning Group form decisions 
for all the PCTs in the region. 

These decisions are then filtered down 
to individual Trusts.

Funding pot to boost the work of carers in the county 


NEARLY £1 million will be 
given to Northamptonshire 
NHS in the next two years to 
help support carers in the 
county. 

Northamptonshire is one of 
only 25 sites in the country to 
be chosen as a Department of 
Health carers’ strategy demon¬ 
strator site to provide better 
NHS support for carers. 

Around £800,000 will be given 
over two years towards testing 
different methods of support¬ 
ing carers, through such meth¬ 
ods as respite breaks and health 


and well-being checks. Carers 
are a valuable part of the 
healthcare system - around 
59,000 people in Northampton¬ 
shire are carers - but caring can 
become stressful and exhaust¬ 
ing. 

Jan Norman, director of safe¬ 
guarding at NHS North-amp- 
tonshire said: “Carers perform a 
vital role in looking after their 
loved ones, but we know this 
can take a toll on their own 
health and quality of life. 

“This project looks to help 
support carers by providing 


additional support such as 
respite breaks and health and 
well-being checks.” 

Speaking at the Carers UK 
conference, Care Services 
Minister Phil Hope, who is also 
MP for Corby and East 
Northamptonshire praised the 
work of carers. 

He said: “To say that carers are 
unsung heroes and heroines is 
without doubt an understate¬ 
ment. We must help them 
maintain their own health and 
well-being and find better ways 
for the NHS to support them.”

Don’t let rubbish go to waste 


TEN companies have 
been selected to compete 
for a waste contract from 
Milton Keynes Council 
and Northamptonshire 
County Council as part of 
Project Reduce. 

The bidders will start 
discussions with the 
councils in the next few 
weeks to outline how they 
intend to design, build 
and operate a new waste 
treatment and disposal 
facility. New facilities are 
expected to be in place by 
2013/14. 

Any solution proposed 
will need to prove it can 
successfully deal with the 
400,000 tonnes of residual 
waste the councils antici¬ 
pate will be produced in 
the area by 2035. 

The bidders are 
AmeyCespa, Biffa, 

Covanta Energy Limited, 


Greenstar E.ON, MW 
Umwelt, Resources from 
Waste, Shanks, Urbaser 
SA, Viridor and the Waste 
Recycling Group. 

The contract is expected 
to run for a minimum of 
25 years. 

Cabinet member for 
environment, growth and 
transport at 

Northamptonshire 
County Council, Cllr 
Heather Smith, said: “Our 
aim is to divert as much 
waste as possible away 
from landfill and this is 
one of the first steps 
towards that goal. 

“We are looking forward 
to engaging with the 
industry to develop solu¬ 
tions to help us achieve 
this.” 

Discussions with bidders 
are expected to take 
around two years. 


Racist assaults 

TWO Asian men were assaulted by a group 
of 15 white youths in a racist attack. 

Northamptonshire Police has arrested 
three men following the incident on 
Northampton’s Racecourse on Monday 
evening. 

At around 8.30pm, police received a 
report of the two Asians being assaulted by 
a large group. 

Two men, aged 20 and 21 and both from 
Northampton, were arrested on suspicion 
of causing actual bodily harm and have 
been bailed pending further enquiries. 

The third man - aged 27 and also with a 
Northampton address - is still in police 
custody having been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with causing an affray. 

The two men who were assaulted sus¬ 
tained minor injuries. 

Police put on extra patrols around the 
Racecourse area last night, to reassure res¬ 
idents and visitors to the park.

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Sixfields deal put 
in the spotlight

PLANS to upgrade Sixfields 
Stadium have taken a huge step 
forward. 

Members of Northampton 
Borough Council's cabinet met 
yesterday to discuss a develop¬ 
ment agreement in place at 
Sixfields Stadium Complex. 

The stadium is currently owned 
by the borough council and is let 
to Northampton Town FC under 
the terms of a 150 year lease 
signed in 2004. 

In January, Northampton Town’s 
plans to fund the expansion of 
Sixfields Stadium by building a 
garden centre and hotel on near¬ 
by land stalled when the borough 
council argued that there was to 
be no retail development outside 
the town centre until 2026. 

However, the agreement would 
allow the aging facilities at 
Sixfields to be upgraded to rival 
that of neighbours Milton Keynes. 

Chairman David Cardoza said: 
“We now have the basis of an 
agreement with and a commit¬ 
ment from Northampton 
Borough Council and our devel¬ 
opment partners and we know 
what needs doing. Now we have 
to do it. 

“While the club is, organisation¬ 
ally and from a community point 
of view, in much better shape 
than when we arrived, both on 


the field and with the re-develop¬ 
ment we are in many ways back 
to square one and where we were 
when I arrived at the club. 

“This deal is good for the athlet¬ 
ics club, who will get a brand new 
competition standard track, it’s 
good for Northampton Borough 
Council who will get more social 
housing and we must ensure that 
it is good for the football club so 
we can deliver more and more 
benefits to the local community 
through our work. 

“It is also good for our support¬ 
ers who also deserve this after so 
many false dawns in the past. 

“We have sat around for five 
years waiting to try and get this 
deal done. We are now playing 
catch up and need to make up for 
lost time. 

“I expect a development agree¬ 
ment to be reached within one 
month and to be applying for 
planning permission in the 
autumn. 

“We need all political parties to 


be on board with this, and to put 
aside political differences to help 
us deliver something that the 
whole community of Northamp¬ 
ton can be proud of.” 

Borough Councillor, and 
Northampton Town Director, 
Tony Clarke added: “The hard 
work starts here. Northampton 
Borough Council has to under¬ 
stand from the beginning what is 
required from them in order to 
achieve joint and shared ambi¬ 
tions, they must ensure that real 
time and resources are dedicated 
to this project. 

“We now have to deliver an 
enhanced Community Stadium, 
without large scale retail income, 
in a depressed market, within the 
parameters set by the council, so 
every penny will count. 

“Time and events have not been 
good to us so far, but we are as 
determined as ever to succeed 
and give Northampton and its 
fans a facility befitting a town of 
our size.” 



Cash to improve homes 

A MULTI-million pound scheme to improve council 
homes has been under the microscope. 

Around £100 million will be invested in council 
housing through a private finance initiative (PFI). 

The plan was due to be agreed at a cabinet meeting 
on Wednesday night, and the council will now look to 
find a private firm willing to invest the money. 

The council is looking to dramatically improve the 
Eastfield estate, with Bellinge, Thorplands and 
Blackthorn also set to benefit from the money. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, portfolio holder for housing, 
said: “This is a very exciting time for Northampton. 

“We want to provide quality housing that people 
want to live in, in neighbourhoods people feel safe 
in. 

“We will be investing where we can to improve 
council homes over the next four years, but more 
investment is needed.” 


Third time unlucky for 
cat owner after Tabatha 
is shot with an air gun 

A POISONED cat has had air gun pellets 
removed from a wound in its leg - a fate 
which also befell its owners previous two 
cats. 

Terminally ill Tabatha visited the vet when 
she started losing weight. 

After she underwent several tests, the five- 
year-old cat was found to have kidney failure 
which vets believe to have been caused by 
ingesting a toxic substance. 

While Tabatha was being examined, an air 
weapon pellet was discovered in her chest. 

It is not known how long it had been there, 
but it was not causing her any pain. 

Tabatha’s owner, Abbie, of Hampton Street, 
Northampton, has two other cats which have 
been shot with air weapons. 

Molly was shot in 2006 and had to have her 
leg amputated as a result, while Bear had to 
have a pellet removed from his skull in 2005, 
but survived. 

A neighbour’s cat is also thought to have 
been shot with an air weapon. 

Abbie said: “My cats have always stayed 
close to home so they must be getting shot on 
my street or Uppingham Street. 

“It is extremely upsetting to think someone 
is deliberately targeting cats in the area and I 
couldn’t believe it when they found that 
Tabatha had been shot as well.” 

RSPCA inspector Polly Underwood said: 
“Cat owners should not have to fear for the 
safety of their animals every time they go out. 

“If anyone knows anything about these inci¬ 
dents they must contact us.” 

Those found guilty of causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal could face a maximum 
six-month prison sentence and/or a £20,000 
fine.

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Pay-back for dishonesty 

A BENEFIT cheat has been convicted after claim¬ 
ing more than £8,000 dishonestly. 

On Friday, luly 31 Northampton Magistrates 
Court found Alison McLaughlin of Gallfield Court 
guilty of dishonestly claiming £7,409 in housing 
benefit and £694 in council tax benefit she had 
claimed as a lone parent over the course of four 
years. 

She was not entitled to these benefits as her 
brother, who was employed, was living with her at 
the time. 

During the investigation Miss McLaughlin was 
invited to a number of interviews that she failed to 
attend. 

When she did attend one in luly 2008, she said 
her brother had never lived with her and that he 
lived with his girlfriend and mum and dad. 

She then claimed he lived at another property 
with a friend - but both accounts were found to be 
lies. She later admitted being dishonest because 
she knew if she admitted her brother was living 
with her, her benefits would have been affected. 

The court found Miss McLaughlin guilty of 
obtaining benefits dishonestly and handed her a 
community order with supervision for two years, 
ordered her to do 120 hours of unpaid work, 
undertake a specified activity of education, train¬ 
ing and employment for 12 days and repay the 
overpaid benefits. 

Cllr David Perkins, Northampton Borough 
Council cabinet member for revenues and bene¬ 
fits, said: “Benefit cheats are stealing money that is 
intended to help people in real need. 

“This is dishonest and the council will continue 
to take action against anyone who cheats the sys¬ 
tem by getting benefits they are not entitled to.”

Cash could create jobs 

A BID for a share of £1 billion has been put for¬ 
ward to help create 500 jobs for young people. 

The county council commissioned 
Northamptonshire Enterprise Limited to submit 
the application for the Government funding on 
behalf of a wider partnership, which includes the 
public, private and voluntary sectors. 

The bid to create the jobs was developed as a 
countywide response to address and minimise 
some of the worst effects of the recession for the 
county’s young people. 

The money has been allocated under the 
Future Jobs Fund and aims to create 150,000 
positions nationwide, primarily for 18 to 24- 
year-olds who have been out of work for a year. 

Cllr Jim Harker, leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council said: “We very much welcome 
the funding, which will be hugely beneficial in 
ensuring that our young people are offered 
opportunities. This is a deep recession and with 
unemployment on the increase it is essential 
that those leaving schools, colleges and universi¬ 
ties have a job to go to.” 

Paul Southworth, chairman of Northampton¬ 
shire Enterprise said: “This is great news for the 
county and demonstrates the commitment from 
partners to work together to develop solutions to 
the current economic conditions.” 

Government funding of £lbillion was 
announced in the 2009 budget to support the 
creation of jobs for long term unemployed young 
people and others who face significant disadvan¬ 
tage in the labour market. 

The types of jobs being proposed are all new 
and include provision for additional youth work 
placements, neighbourhood wardens on estates, 
provision of green infrastructure improvements, 
additional childcare places in high demand 
areas, as well as construction, retail and clerical 
work opportunities. 



Will we splash out 
on new fountain?

PLANS for a new water feature 
have taken another step for¬ 
ward in a bid to add excitement 
and vibrancy to the Market 
Square. 

Cabinet members heard a 
report last night (Wednesday) 
requesting approval for a capital 
scheme for the fountain to be 
built in the gateway to the 
square. 

Public consultation revealed a 
fountain was the most popular 
suggestion to liven up the area. 

Work on the Market Square 
started in March and has already 
seen the creation of a new large 
events area, which will be used 
to host a series of events 
throughout the year. 


The ongoing project is now 
looking at turning the main 
entrance into a welcoming place 
for shoppers and visitors to 
meet, rest and enjoy. 

A grant of £98,027 has been 
given to the borough council by 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited (NEL) to install the fea¬ 
ture. The cabinet also heard that 
more than £17,000 must be allo¬ 
cated in future years in order to 
maintain the fountain, treat the 
water and pay for electricity to 
run it, though £5,000 of that sum 
is allocated to any unforeseen 
operational issues that may 
occur. 

The report read: “A water fea¬ 
ture will provide excellent defini¬ 
tion to the entrance to the mar¬ 
ket square gateway, and will also 
serve as an attraction to people 


to come into the Market Square 
itself. 

“A subtle contemporary style is 
preferred, which will comple¬ 
ment the current style of the 
Market Square while still show¬ 
ing that it is a modern and 
vibrant place to be.” 

Cllr Richard Church, borough 
council cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “The Market 
Square is the heart of our town 
centre and regeneration work is 
already creating a new energy. 

“I want to see the Market 
Square become a place for every¬ 
one. The entrance is where peo¬ 
ple form their first impression of 
the area, and perhaps the town 
centre as a whole.” 

If given approval, building 
work on the fountain could start 
in January 2010.

A REJUVENATED Gold Street cele¬ 
brated reopening with a bang at 
the weekend, but not everyone is 
happy with it. 

A huge party was held in the 
street in Northampton town centre 
on Saturday following a £6 million 
regeneration project. 

The event featured stilt walkers, 
live music from a Caribbean steel 
band and a brass band and other 
street entertainers. The regenera¬ 
tive work has focused on develop¬ 
ing safer, more attractive, pedestri¬ 
an-friendly streets from the town’s 
railway station, through Black Lion 
Hill, into Marefair and along Gold 
Street to All Saints Church. 

The scheme has been funded by 
West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) and 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited and delivered by Nor¬ 
thamptonshire County Council in 
partnership with Northampton 
Borough Council. 

However, Alberto Sgoluppi, 
owner of Cafe Morandi, is disap¬ 
pointed by the changes. 

Mr Sgoluppi opened his cafe in 
1995, but first worked in Gold 
Street in 1958. 

He said: “I do not believe that the 
changes to Gold Street will 
improve it. I hope I am wrong, but 


I fear that a lot of people came to 
Gold Street because of the short 
term parking and it will have an 
affect now the spaces have gone.” 

Cllr Richard Church, borough 
council cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “The new wide pave¬ 
ments mean that people can shop 


in comfort without being forced off 
narrow pavements into the street. 

“There is room for pushchairs 
and wheelchairs, seats for people 
to rest their feet and a high quality 
pavement to complement the fine 
buildings of one of Northampton’s 
oldest streets.”

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Random vehicle checks see seven cabs banned 


SEVEN cabs were taken off the 
road following surprise safety 
checks on taxis and private hire 
vehicles. 

Officers from Northampton 
Borough Council and the Vehicle 
Operator Service Agency spent 
six hours stopping and inspect¬ 
ing a number of taxis on July 17. 

The team checked 28 private 
hire vehicles and one Hackney 
Carriage, with each inspected to 
ensure it was fully roadworthy 
and met public standards. 

Seven vehicles were immedi¬ 


ately taken off the road after fail¬ 
ing to meet safety standards, 
while two others were given 
delayed probations and a further 
six were advised of problems that 
required attention. 

These vehicles are prohibited 
from operating until they are 
proved to be roadworthy. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, North¬ 
ampton Borough Council cabi¬ 
net member for communities, 
said: “People need to feel confi¬ 
dent that when they get into a 
taxi cab or private hire vehicle it 


is roadworthy. We have a duty of 
care to ensure that these vehicles 
are safe for the driver, passengers 
and other road users. 

“We will not hesitate in taking 
action against unsafe vehicles in 
Northampton as part of the 
council’s enforcement policy to 
ensure public safety. 

“These unannounced tests 
mean drivers know they must 
keep their vehicle in good condi¬ 
tion at all times as they never 
know when we might inspect 
them.”

People asked to be alert to send ravers packing 


POLICE are asking residents in 
rural areas to be extra vigilant for 
the rest of the summer to help 
them nip illegal raves in the bud. 

The summer months are the 
high season for raves and there 
have already been a number held 
in Northamptonshire this year. 

Two took place at Deenethorpe, 
in the north of the county, and 
there were two small separate 
events in Kislingbury and near 
Denton, both on the outskirts of 
Northampton. 

Dick Spriggs, of the Force 
Intelligence Bureau, said police 
rely on tip-offs in respect of sus¬ 
picious activity in their village or 
around country roads and farm¬ 
land. 

He said: “We can nip illegal 
raves in the bud and stop them 


from taking place if we have reli¬ 
able information about some¬ 
thing which is likely to be taking 
place. 

“Raves can be disruptive in 
terms of noise and nuisance and 
they can be difficult to clear once 
they are established. 

“Members of the public will 
usually ring us to complain 
about traffic movements and 
anti-social behaviour as people 
turn up to the rave. 

“But they can also help us by 
being alert to anything that is out 
of the ordinary in their commu¬ 
nity, no matter how trivial it may 
seem. 

“The Force Intelligence Bureau 
picks up good leads about likely 
rave activity, but the best infor¬ 
mation comes in from callers 


who report activity that is out of 
the ordinary. 

“Anyone looking to set up a rave 
will almost certainly carry out 
reconnaissance several days 
before the event. 

“If you notice any suspicious 
activity in your village, along a 
country road or around farm 
land, then please let us know.” 

Please ring the police if you 
notice the following in a rural 
area: 

■ Posters or messages advertis¬ 
ing a rave 

■ Cropped bolts on a gate 

■ People in modified cars stop¬ 
ping to look into a field or climb¬ 
ing over a fence into a field 

■ Flattened or disturbed hedg¬ 
erows 

■ Anyone acting suspiciously

SIGNS erected in an attempt to 
stop heavy goods vehicles using 
residential roads in West 
Hunsbury as a rat run are not 
enforceable, according to the 
area's county councillor. 

Conservative Cllr David 
Hugheston-Roberts spoke to this 
newspaper after claims from 
Liberal Democrat borough coun¬ 
cillors that they had solved the 
problem of lorries using 
Ladybridge Drive and Hunsbury 
Hill Road to avoid Northampton’s 
Mereway roundabout. 

Cllrs Paul Varnsverry and 
Richard Matthews issued a state¬ 
ment saying they had lobbied 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to introduce road signs 
banning lorries from the roads. 

They even said ‘the local county 
councillor had ignored the issue.’ 

But Cllr Hugheston-Roberts, 
who spoke to Northampton 
Herald & Post about the problem 
of lorries using Hunsbury Hill 
Road in April this year, said any 
success achieved was a group 
effort. 

He said: “I am not claiming 
credit. There is a group of people 
in Camp Hill and Parsons Mead 
who have a meeting once a 
month called Crimes and Issues. 

“Over the last two years this 
group have been campaigning to 
get signs put up. 

“It is rather premature of Cllrs 
Varnsverry and Matthews to 


claim they were responsible. 

“On Thursday I submitted a 
petition signed by 400 people to 
the county council asking for a 
similar sort of thing, but with a lot 
more strength behind it. 

“The little signs put up are 
insufficient because they are not 
enforceable. 

“What we want are enforceable 
regulations to make sure lorry 
drivers know just what they are 
allowed to do. 

“Any driver who knows the law 
can drive through these roads 
with impunity as they know they 
can’t be stopped. 

“If the petition is successful it 
could take a few months before it 
becomes law, so I was slightly 
amused to find that Paul 
Varnsverry and Richard Matthews 


were virtually claiming responsi¬ 
bility.” 

The Liberal Democrat pair said 
they had lobbied the county 
council to introduce weight 
restrictions on the roads. 

Cllr Varnsverry said: “County 
Hall originally said our request 
was ranked 51 on a list of roads to 
be investigated. 

“Due to budget cuts, officers 
had little or no cash to undertake 
the surveys and legal work need¬ 
ed to roll out the weight restric¬ 
tions. 

“Cllr Matthews and I kept up the 
pressure until finally officers 
agreed to install ‘local access 
only’ signs on the roads. 

“These signs stop drivers using 
residential roads as rat runs for 
out of town trips.”

Scheme helps to 
reduce crime in 
Thorplands area

A PROJECT which targets burglary, vehicle 
crime and robbery has helped reduce crime in 
Thorplands. 

Northamptonshire Police’s Safer Stronger 
Thorplands has been praised in a new report by 
ComPaSS, which provides support to and analy¬ 
sis of safer partnership projects in the county. 

During the initiative, which ran during 2008 to 
2009, burglary fell by 55 per cent, theft from 
motor vehicles went down by 70 per cent, theft 
of vehicles reduced by 59 per cent and robbery 
decreased by 50 per cent. 

The report said: ‘The project has proved to be 
successful in Thorplands. 

‘Serious acquisitive crime volumes are the 
lowest recorded for the past six months 
(December 2008 to May 2009), compared to the 
same six months across a five-year period. 

‘Partners worked successfully together, ensur¬ 
ing that activities were undertaken and that the 
residents understood what was occurring in the 
area.’ 

The project was funded by £202,000 from the 
Home Office Safer Stronger Communities Fund 
and Northampton-shire West basic command 
unit.

Cleaning the air 

LIVING in Northampton will soon 
become a breath of fresh air. 

Northampton Borough Council has 
designated seven new Air Quality 
Management Areas (AQMAs) to tackle 
high levels of nitrogen dioxide associ¬ 
ated with traffic emissions. 

The council is required to review and 
assess air quality within the Borough 
by comparing current and future con¬ 
centrations of seven key air pollutants 
with the objectives set in the National 
Air Quality Strategy. 

The quality of Northampton’s air is 
constantly being checked by the coun¬ 
cil using a combination of measure¬ 
ment and computer-based prediction 
models. 

Should an assessment indicate that 
levels of a particular pollutant will not 
achieve the required target, then the 
area concerned is declared an Air 
Quality Management Area. 

Cllr Trini Crake, cabinet member for 
environment, said: “The main air pol¬ 
lutant in Northampton is nitrogen 
dioxide which mainly comes from 
vehicles, but I am pleased to say that 
the six other pollutants do not pose a 
problem. We will be looking closely at 
the ways we can help reduce levels of 
nitrogen dioxide to ensure 
Northampton is a greener and cleaner 
place to live and work.” 

Anyone living or working within the 
boundaries of the new areas will 
receive a leaflet explaining what an 
AQMA is, suggestions of how they can 
improve air quality in their neigh¬ 
bourhood and what will happen next. 

The council will shortly be drawing 
up an action plan aimed at reducing 
pollution levels. This will include 
looking carefully at future planning 
applications to try and ensure they do 
not create new areas of poor air quali¬ 
ty in the town. 

Developers will also be required to 
assess the impact of any new develop¬ 
ment on air quality. 

Other actions may involve improved 
traffic flows, more green transport 
plans for companies and encouraging 
the use of‘greener’ vehicles.

A NEW town centre dispersal 
order will aim to tackle drunk¬ 
enness, abuse and hostile behav¬ 
iour. 

Police and councillors in North¬ 
ampton introduced the order to 
clamp down on anti-social beha¬ 
viour in an area just off Regent 
Street. 

The dispersal order, which cov¬ 
ers a zone bounded by Barrack 
Road, Hester Street, Semilong 
Road, Sheep Street, Campbell 
Street, Bailiff Street, Louise Road 
and Leicester Street, came into 
force on Saturday, August 1 and 
will run for three months until 
November. 

Under the terms of the order, 
officers can ask groups of two or 
more people to move on and 
leave the area if they feel their 
presence is causing or likely to 
cause anti-social behaviour or 
harassment. 

Officers can also ask them not to 
return for a period of time up to 
24 hours. Failing or refusing to 
move away when asked is an 
offence for which they can be 
arrested. 

Police can also take home any¬ 
one under 16-years-old who is in 
the dispersal zone unsupervised 


by a responsible person over 18 
between 9pm and 6am. 

Sergeant Louise Simpson, of the 
Castle safer community team, 
said: “There have been a large 
number of ongoing complaints 
about individuals behaving anti- 
socially in this area of the town, in 
particular around disorder and 
drunken, hostile behaviour. 

“We hope the dispersal order 
will help lead to a reduction in 
incidents for the benefit of resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

“Safer community team officers 
will be carrying out regular 
patrols of the dispersal area and 


incident response officers will 
also be paying particular atten¬ 
tion to the area. 

“Anti-social behaviour should 
not be allowed to dominate the 
lives of residents and they should 
not have to tolerate this level of 
nuisance. 

“We are working closely with 
our partners and the community 
to put a stop to this.” 

Chief Superintendent Paul 
Phillips, of Northamptonshire 
Police, and Debbie Ferguson, 
community safety manager at 
Northampton Borough Council, 
jointly signed the order.

Authorities join forces to catch the rogues 


ROGUE traders across the county 
are set to face a huge joint opera¬ 
tion by major authorities in 
Northamptonshire. 

The police have joined forces 
with the county council trading 
standards department, HM 
Revenue and Customs (HMRC) 
and the DVLA to crack down on 
doorstep crime and rogue trader 
activity across the county. 

Officers were on the streets on 
July 30 using Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition to target cars 
suspected of doorstep crime. 

Inspector Matt Wright, of the 
Protective Services Command, 
said doorstep crime is often car¬ 
ried out by highly organised 
groups, which are involved in 
both rogue trading and distrac¬ 
tion burglary across the country. 

Inspector Wright said: 


“Doorstep crime of any kind is 
totally unacceptable and often 
has a real impact on the victim’s 
sense of confidence and security 
in their own home. 

“In Northamptonshire, all the 
agencies are working closely 
together to share information 
and respond to offences, which 
ensures that we use all the pow¬ 
ers available to us to close the net 
on criminals and make this coun¬ 
ty a difficult place for them to 
work. 

“We’ll continue to work in com¬ 
munities and with all our partner 
agencies to make this county a 
safer place.” 

Thirty-one cars were stopped 
during the operation, which saw 
five vehicles seized and 14 drivers 
reported for various reasons. 

One of the cars stopped was 


found to have red diesel in its 
tank, which is illegal except when 
used in farming and agricultural 
machinery. 

Jennie Kendall, HMRC spokes¬ 
woman, said: “We will continue 
to disrupt the illegal use of red 
diesel through joint high profile 
operations such as this to detect 
this type of criminal activity and 
by imposing tough penalties. 

“Red diesel is much cheaper 
than diesel at the forecourt as it 
carries a reduced rate of excise 
duty. 

“It contains a chemical marker 
which makes illegal use easier to 
detect. Only vehicles such as 
agricultural tractors, plant and 
machinery are entitled to use it.” 

The DVLA also dealt with 25 fur¬ 
ther vehicles that were being 
used without an excise licence.

A REQUEST to build a high-tech 
community centre in east 
Northampton has been submit¬ 
ted by the Indian Hindu Welfare 
Organisation (IHWO).

A BRAVE man from 
Northampton defied the 
odds once again by com¬ 
peting in the London 
Triathlon last weekend. 

Andy Griffin, 46, took 
part in the challenging 
event on Saturday, once 
again displaying the 
determination that saw 
him through serious ill¬ 
ness. 

In 2003, Andy was in a 
hospital isolation ward, 
undergoing lengthy inten¬ 
sive chemotherapy and 
stem cell treatment for 
non-Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma. 

It was there that he had 
the idea of competing in 
the aptly named Austrian 
Ironman - something he 
achieved in 2007, having 
made his triathlon debut 
in London two years 
before. 

Andy said: “I remember 
vividly the end of the race, 
when fatigue was setting 
in, thinking of the people I 
had met during my treat¬ 
ment. 

“Some made it, and oth¬ 
ers didn’t, and that made 


me determined to finish.” 

He was among more 
than 13,000 competitors 
running, swimming and 
cycling in the world’s 
biggest triathlon, and they 
were watched by 55,000 
spectators. 

Although Formula 1 
racer and keen triathlete 
Jenson Button and motor¬ 
bike rider Bradley Smith 
took part, many the com¬ 
petitors were first timers. 

Andy thinks the attitude 
and mental resolve that 
helped him during his ill¬ 
ness, which is now in 
remission, provided good 
preparation for his sport¬ 
ing activities. 

He said: “The Mazda 
London Triathlon is short¬ 
er than Ironman, but with 
less distance the intensity 
rises - it hurts more, but 
not for so long. 

“I ran a personal best but 
I missed my target of two 
and a half hours - I com¬ 
pleted it in two hours 31 
minutes. 

“I had a poor swim, my 
worst ever, a great bike 
ride and a satisfactory 
run. As the song goes: 
‘Two out of three aint 
bad’.”

It’s CSI: Northampton as students delve into the gritty world of forensic science 


A GROUP of American students vis¬ 
ited Northamptonshire Police’s 
forensics labs last week to discover 
more about crime investigation in 
this country. 

As part of their summer school, 
students were given a tour of the 
chemical laboratory, fingerprint 
department and firearms range. 

During the course Dr John Bond, 
scientific support manager at 
Northamptonshire Police, and 
Professor John Wang, from the 


Department of Criminal Justice at 
the California State University, 
talked about the part forensic sci¬ 
ence has had to play in some real- 
life cases. 

The summer school is part of the 
activity of the University of 
Leicester’s Forensic Research 
Centre and is spearheaded by Dr 
Bond, who is also an honorary 
research fellow at the university. 

He said: “From the course so far, 
some of the students have been 


amazed that officers here do not 
carry guns, and the small amount of 
gun crime. 

“It is a different culture here. 

“I think their interest in forensics 
has been increased by programmes 
like CSI.” 

Professor Wang said: “This trip has 
allowed us to compare two systems 
in terms of criminal science. 

“We have come to Northampton 
for three reasons; we have a work¬ 
ing relationship with the university, 


Dr John Bond’s technique of finger¬ 
print taking was developed here 
and the people are very friendly. 

“Here, you have around four 
homicides per year. In Los Angeles, 
we have around four a month. 

“We want our students to see how 
different countries operate in dif¬ 
ferent ways.” 

As part of the course, students will 
learn the basics of forensic science 
by taking on the role of forensic sci¬ 
entists and ‘solving a crime’.

AT ROYAL &DERNGATE UNTIL 
SATURDAY, AUGUST 15 

SIR Alan Ayckbourn’s Man of 
the Moment is a wonderful 
finale to the playwright’s 70th 
birthday celebrations at 
Royal & Derngate. 

The play is also a real coup 
for Northampton as 
Ayckbourn has directed this 
version of the production he 
wrote in 1988. 

Man of the Moment is set in 
the villa of bank robber, Vic, 
who is taking part in television 
documentary Their Paths 
Crossed, re-uniting him with 
Douglas, the man who 
worked for the bank he raided 
17 years earlier. 

After his stint in prison for 
the raid and shooting Douglas’ 
now wife, Nerys, who is men¬ 
tioned but never seen, Vic has 
a life of luxury: a beautiful 
wife, children, a home abroad, 
television career and staff to 
tend for his every need. 

Douglas, who tackled 
Vic at the time of the 
robbery, lives in 
England, in a 
home described 


as ‘small’ and certainly doesn’t 
have the life of wealth of Vic 
yet he shows little animosity 
towards him - much to the 
annoyance of television pre¬ 
senter Jill, who wants him and 
tries as much as she possibly 
can to cajole him into showing 
anger. 

The play perfectly encapsu¬ 
lates how the villain has now 
turned to being the hero with 


the 



as army of fans, yet the real 
hero has been forgotten about. 

Malcolm Sinclair plays a 
menacing yet sometimes like¬ 
able Vic, demonstrating how 
easy it can be for the bad guys 
not to be hated. 

Kim Wall as bumbling, sweet 
Douglas had the audience in 
the palm of his hand, sympa¬ 
thising with his situation. His 
comic timing also had the 
audience, at times, in stitches. 

The set, designed by Michael 
Holt, comes complete with a 
working swimming pool, 
enabling plenty of comedy 
moments - even Vic’s death at 
the end has some laugh-out- 
loud points you wouldn’t nor¬ 
mally expect from watching 
someone’s demise. 

There’s more than a week 
left to catch the play and I’d 
suggest it’s certainly worth 
going along and being a part 
of Ayckbourn’s birthday cele¬ 
brations.

The sessions run over the sum¬ 
mer months have already seen sev¬ 
eral promising youngsters identi¬ 
fied and invited back for more 
training.

As well as staff from the academy, 
Saints players have been taking 
part in coaching those attending 
the courses, with last week’s ses¬ 
sions at Banbury RFC being taken 
by new signing Phil Dowson (pic¬ 
tured) and captain Dylan Hartley 

This week members of the squad 
were involved in the residential 
course that was taking place at 
Rugby School, the birthplace of the 
game.

Kieran Richards is the only injury concern 
while veteran forward Mick Bryant is 
suspended. Winger Adi Butler and stalwart 
centre Chris Webb return to the squad after 
holiday, with forwards James Davenport, Oli 
Rees and Fred Braithwaite back to add extra 
strength to the pack. 

The previous meetings between 
Northampton and Bury this season have seen 
the Casuals victorious on both occasions, but 
the Titans have been in good form recently. 

They managed to snatch second place in the 
RLC East from St Ives Roosters and have also 
brought in three players from Yorkshire side 
Moorends-Thorne Marauders. 

Sunday’s games see the Northampton 
Knights under-16s, 14s and 12s all at home as 
they bid to make the play-off finals at Derby 
RFC the following week.

PAUL O’NEILL was ecstatic after 
securing the first podium finish of 
the season for Team Sunshine.co.uk 
at Snetterton on Sunday. 

The Northampton-based British 
Touring Car driver took third in the 
first round of the weekend at the 
Norfolk circuit. 

After coming close on several 
occasions this season, O’Neill 
[pictured right] finally held on to take 
his first top three finish since 2003 
in the team’s ageing Honda Integra. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said the 29- 
year-old, adding: “I knew we had the 
speed but I didn’t know if I was able 
to get my head around it. 

“The first two races were the 
hardest of my career. The car was 
fast, I made a few moves and that 
put me in front of some really fast 
people. 



“It’s a fantastic result for our team. 
Afterwards I could barely speak. I’ve 
waited six years to be back up 
there.” 


O’Neill went on to take fifth in race 
two and sixth in the third following 
James Nash’s exclusion, but he still 
felt the weekend could have been 
even better. 

He said: “I’m a bit disappointed 
because I reckon I could have won 
the third race, but that’s just the 
competitor in me. I was faster than 
race winner Colin Turkington and I 
should have gone past him. 

“If you had offered me that at the 
start of the weekend I would have 
taken it. At some point during all 
three races I was running in the top 
three.” 

O’Neill’s team-mate Martyn Bell 
was forced to sit out Snetterton due 
to injury. He suffered a broken foot 
and a dislocated knee after falling 
down a cliff. 

It was a mixed weekend for 
Silverstone-based Bamboo 
Engineering, who were taking part in 


their first BTCC races since splitting 
from Tempus Sports. 

Driver Harry Vaulkhard secured two 
top ten finishes in the first outings of 
the weekend, but in race three was 
shunted off the track on the opening 
lap and had to retire. 

The Newcastle racer, who was 
involved in a huge accident last time 
out at Croft, said: “Once again we’ve 
had a promising start to the 
weekend, once again I just can’t 
seem to get any good luck with 
incidents.”

AFTER a turbulent year, 
Northampton Neptunes are set to 
take to the court again as they 
strive to regain their place in the 
England Basketball League [EBL]. 

Financial constraints caused the 
Neptunes to pull out of the 
competition at the end of last 
season and they will now be playing 
in the Warwickshire Regional 
League. 

Player/coach Mark Spatcher was 
one of the three people that helped 
keep national league basketball in 
the town when the current team 
were founded out of the ashes of 
the Northampton 89ers. 

Now he is hopeful that their 
absence from the nationwide 
competition will be for this season 
only and that they will be able to 
find a main sponsor to return to the 
EBL in 2010. 

He said: “The national league have 
given us a year break and said we 
can return at the end of next 
season. Over the next 12 months 
our goal will be to find another main 
sponsor.” 


“It would be a shame for the town 
if we couldn’t find a main sponsor 
because it is well supported. We 
have other sponsors that do things 
for us like sponsor all the players’ 
gym memberships and other people 
that have been massively helpful to 
the club over time.” 

The majority of this year’s games 
will be played midweek, behind 
closed doors at the University of 
Northampton. 

But the Neptunes are hoping to 
arrange exhibition games with 
teams in the EBL, which will be 
played on weekends at their usual 
home of Lings Forum. 

Big games in the past at the venue 
have attracted crowds of nearly 
900 and Spatcher admits that it has 
a positive impact on the team. 

The club have managed to keep 
hold of the majority of the players 
that were with them last year. They 
are also hoping to add an American 
player to the roster following the 
departure of last season’s overseas 
star Sherrad Prezzie-Blue. 

A full fixture list for the coming 
season will be confirmed in the next 
couple of weeks.

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Ready for lift-off as Saints 
embark on ‘return mission’

IT’S time for the talking to stop and 
the action to begin. 

At 3pm on Saturday, Northampton 
Town begin their quest to regain a 
place in League One with the visit of 
Macclesfield Town. 

The final day drama of last season at 
Elland Road is now a distant memory 
and the new Football League season is 
set to take centre stage. 

For Northampton, it has been a 
summer of change. Several of the 
familiar faces have departed and ear¬ 
lier this week, the club rejected a 
transfer request from star left back 
Danny Jackman. 

They have rejected several bids for 
the current player-of-the-season and 
chairman David Cardoza said: “Danny 
is a true professional and while we 
understand his wish to play at a 
higher level, we hope he can begin to 
achieve that aim by helping us to pro¬ 
motion this season. 

“He is a first-class player with a first- 
class attitude and I hope that on Sat¬ 
urday the Cobblers supporters show

just how pleased we are to have him at 
the club and give him a great recep¬ 
tion against Macclesfield.” 

On Monday, the club announced the 
signings of defender Chris McCready 
and forward Sebastian Harris. 

McCready has put pen to paper for 
two years while Harris is on an initial 
six-month deal. That brings the total 
of new signings this summer to nine. 

“We’ve got a mixture of youth and 
experience, and competition is 
healthy,” said manager Stuart Gray. 

“The last thing I want is for players 
to become complacent so they’ll per¬ 
form in the match. If not, they’re out 
of the team and somebody is ready to 
take their place.” 


There is also the possibility of the 
club making a move for trialist 
Ramone Rose. The QPR right winger 
played in the 3-1 defeat to MK Dons 
on Saturday and Gray may opt to 
bring him in to plug that particular 

gap- 

He said: “He’s gone back to QPR and 
hopefully we can sort something out, 
maybe bring him in on a month loan. 
Hopefully there might be one or two 
before Saturday as well.” 

One or two loan players may be 
needed as new signings Steve Guinan 
and Gary Mulligan look likely to join 
long term absentee Liam Davis on the 
sidelines with back and ankle injuries 
respectively. 


Adebayo Akinfenwa and Luke Gut- 
tridge picked up slight calf and knee 
problems in the final friendly at the 
weekend, but it is hoped they will be 
fit in time for Saturday. 

Gray is not expecting to bring in as 
many loan signings as last season, 
which some sections of the fans felt 
was partly to blame for relegation. 

He said: “There probably will be less 
loans but again, fingers crossed you 
don’t get many injuries. We’re carrying 
two goalkeepers at the moment and if 
one of them went down we’d have to 
look at bringing in another.” 

Despite a mixed bag of results, the 
manager is generally pleased with 
how pre-season has gone, saying: 


“Competition-wise we’ve been played 
against teams with bigger squads, big¬ 
ger pool of players to chose from and 
at this moment in time I feel we’re not 
that far away if we can get what I class 
as my first XI out there. 

“The ideal scenario is that I would 
have all the players fit and playing, so 
that’s been a slight set back for one or 
two players. “ 

It will be almost ten years to the day 
since Northampton last faced Mac¬ 
clesfield on the opening day of the 
season, which was also the last time 
the Silkmen were victorious in this 
encounter. 

Ten-man Macclesfield won that 
match at Moss Rose 1-0 thanks to a 
strike from Richard Barker just before 
the hour, although Northampton had 
the last laugh that season by securing 
automatic promotion. 

The Cobblers then have an early 
chance at causing a cup upset on 
Tuesday evening when Gray returns to 
Southampton, where he played and 
managed, in the first round of the Car¬ 
ling Cup. 

■ NORTHAMPTON’S players have 
opted to donate their wages from Sat¬ 
urday’s match to the club’s charitable 
foundation. 

The gesture will go towards helping 
the club’s charitable partners, which 
include eight national and local 
organisations. 

Stuart Gray said: “I think this is a ter¬ 
rific gesture from the players. We are 
keen to offer all the support we can to 
the club’s charitable partners and we 
are looking forward to working with 
them this season.” 
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
